Within the past ten years the sentiment of this '^rMty 


has changed. It too easily defends the profiteer and has l.ttte to 
say for the poor. Let's make this a, people's university. Make 
it an institution that wll call to the cH&enship of the state to 
come here for an education. Let's not make it an institution 
supported by the general common people of the siate for the edu- 
cation of those who are wealthy. 


President Birge says there are many men in the state who 


pay no other taxes than income taxes. By opposing sur-taxes 
you lift the burden from those who have wealth. The mill tex for 
the support of the state university reaches every person who has 
land and buildings. The widow with her cottage mortgaged to 
the guards, but with a garden must pay her tax for the support 
of the university. And here comes President Birge in a public ^ 
dress and says he is opposed to sur-taxes. 


The legislature by a majority vote has spoken in favor of 


sur-taxes for the support of educational institutions. There 
should te a combination of both property taxes and sur-taxes to 
sunport the university. That is what Senator Severson con- 
tended for in the legislature. Large incomes as well as the 
widow should pay, and pay substantially.
